Diplomatic aud Coiisnlar Appropria- 


tion Bill Passed in tlie 


House. 


WASHINGTON, January 28. — Foreign 


affairs and finance occupied the atten- 
tion of the senate today. Mr. Thuraton 
of Nebraska vigorously upheld a strong 
application of the Monroe doctrine, and 
was at times warmly applauded for the 
patriotic ring of his sentiments. Sena- 
tor Turpie of Indiana touched on the 
Turkish atrocities in a brief hut very 
energetic speech, in which he declared 
that the resolution just passed by con- 
greBB should be followed by a blow, a 
shot, which should crash through the 
Sultan's seraglio, aweepmg* back Mo- 
hammedauieiu aud advancing Chris- 
tianity. 


Mr. Voorhees of Indiana, who was 


until recently chairman of the finance 
committee, epoko in advocacy of the 
remonetixation of silver and sharply ar- 
raigned thoBe reepOBible for the elimina- 
tion of silver from the coinage. 


Mr. Gray, Democrat of Delaware, 


urged the advantage of a gold stand- 
ard. Ilia speech wan notable in ita pre- 
sentation of the fluctuations of prices, 
showiiit; them to result from intention 
and natural causes, aud not from silver 
demonetization . 


Mr. Clarke, Republican of Wyoming, 


spoke in lavor of silver coinage. 


Another efibrtwas made by Mr. .Tones, 


Democrat of Arkansas, in charge of the 
stiver bund bill, to have the vote fixed 
for Thursday. 


Mr. Hill objected, and Mr. Jones no- 


tified senators to prepare for a test of 
endurance on Thursday, aahe would ask 
them to Bit uutil a vote was taken. 


A fruitless discussion of the resolution 


to inquire into the arrest of Eugene V. 
Debs occurred during the day, but action 
was deferred until tomorrow. 


Senator Thuraton, speaking on the 


resolution relating to the Monroe doc- 
trine, said in part : 


"The adoption of the resolution re- 


ported by the committee on foreign 
affairs will presenta arand international 
issue which may hold much menace to 
the world's peace; an issue which I 
sincerely hope and profoundly believe 
will be resolved to the abiding peace and 
honor and permanency of this republic, 
but which it is useless to deny may pre- 
cipitate upon our beloved country til 
the disasters and horrors and sacrifices 
which would inevitably follow ohould 
the two great English speaking nations 
of the globe remit their differenced to 
the arbitrament of arms. I cannot as- 
sume the responsibility; I dare not 
vote for the pending resolution without 
first submitting to the deliberate judg- 
ment of mankind and the dltpMcionat* 
criticism of posterity, some of tho rea- 
sons which seem to make my path of 
'lutv plain. 


"YYere there nothing at stake but a 


mere adjustment of a boundary line be- 
tween Venezuela and British Guiana, I 
should hesitate long and seriously before 
voting to commit this uoyerniuent to 
any interference. It i" diJMrj:!; tc be- 
lieve. and impossible to demonstrate, 
that our honor is involved, our prestige 
threatened, or our tranquilly disturbed 
by any disposition which can possiblv 
be made of A distant strip of South 
American marsh and mountain. But 
tho present question rises high above 
any Venezuelan dispute. The Ilritiah 
prime minister, the accredited mouth- 
piece of tho strangest empire ot Chris- 
tendom, has Been (It to declare and to 
iidviee this government that the Mouroe 
•doctrine has no place in the law of na- 
tions aud is not accepted or recognized 
by an European power. The challenge 
thus broiuliy thrown down by Great 
Britain must he taken up by this re- 
public, or the Monroe doctrine is a thing 
of tlie past. 
"Mr. President, the British position 


bluntly, almost 
Lord Salisbury, 


insolently stated by 
has been re-asserted 


from this floor; clothed in such fer- 
vid eloquence as even to win American 
applauae. I unhesitatingly assume that 
the applause waa for the matchless 
.ability of the orator find not for the een- 
timent of his address. 1 cannot believe 
that the views of the senator from Col- 
orado will commend themselves to the 
deliberate judgment of the American 
people. They may be satipiactory lo 
the money changers. 
England can 


•crack the whip for them, but, thank 
(•rod, the money changers are not the 
custodians of the nation's conscience. 
They may b'e approved by Wall Street, 
for Wall street represents the powerful 
foreign syndicate which seems to domi- 
nate the financial and industrial policy 
of this country, but Wall Street cannot 
dictate to the senate of the United 
States. If our people ever become so 
senile and degraded as to be willing to 
list the honor of the nation on the stock 
exchange, to go up and down witb the 
market, it will be time to turn the 
pictured face of Washington to tbe 
wall and cast the aword ol Grant into 
the aea. 
"I agree with the senator that this la 


no time to stir tip public passion; to ap- 
deal to any prejudices that may esiB' 
.against England; to fan the (lame or 
any incipient war sentiment, but I mual 
persist that this is a time of all others 
to call forth the highest expression q 
loyalty and devotion to American insti 
tuttons; I must insist that this is the 
supremo hour for a dignified, positive 
and solemn declaration of the Ameri- 
can purpose, clear, calmly, deliberate!; 
.stated. 
"Mr. President, it is gravely argued 
that our country lias outgrown the ne- 
cessity for any further enforcement of 
the Monroe doctrine. It la contended 
upon this floor that our neighboring re- 
publics arc not worthy of our (sympathy 
or assistance because of tho inability of 
their established forma ol government 
and of the ignorance and helpless char- 
acter of their populations. Any country 
which has shown its ability to rid itself 
of despotism, is worthy of our encour- 
agement and substantial aid in all ita 
struggled and all ita efforts to secure for 
its people a greater measure of liberty, 
enlightenment and civilization than they 
now enjoy. 
"I am not unmindful of the serious- 


nesa and gravity of the present situa- 
tion. We are calling a halt upon that 
settled policy of aggression and domina- 
tion which haa characterized the exten 
sion of the British empire from the hour 
in which her first adventurous prow 
turned unto unknown seaa. Hut does 
this furnish any reason why Americ-ina 
should abandon any settled policy of tho 
United States, or retire from any posi- 
tion which tbe honor of this republic, 
and tho welfare of America rcquiro that 
wo should flsaiime 


"Hut ihera is no other land in whicti 


tho honor of the nation is aodear; there 
is no other land in which the love of the 
country, liberty an;1, justice io ao strong 


there is no other land where citizens 
would sacrifice BO much to mtuutuiu ita 
institutions or defend its soil. 


"The people of this country have al- 


ways been patient and long suffering 
under wrong. They have never pro- 
voked warut and have never taken up 
arms until driven to it for the preserva- 
tion of their most sacred rights. 


"Sir, Great Britain has mistaken the 


temper of tho people of this country in 
She past and she mistakes it now. The 
English people profess to believe that 
-he United States dare not stand for the 
Monroe Doctrine at this time, bacauee, 
they say, that the people of the south 
would gladly take advantage of a declar- 
ation of war to renew the old internal 
strife. Standing upon the floor of the 
American senate, knowing whereof I 
apeak,! say to the people of Great 
[iritain that the grave issues which 
iave been settled by brave men upon 
American battlefields cau never be re- 
opened again. 


"Sir, there Is no division of sentiment 


n the United States. Let but a single 
drum-beat be heard upon our coasts an- 
nouncing the approach of a foreign foe, 
and there will spring to arms, in north 
md south, the grandest army the world 
i_8 ever known, animated by a death- 


loyalty to their country's flag, and 


marching'on to the mingled and iuspir- 
ng Btraine of our two national airs, 
Yankee Doodle' and 'Dixie.1 


'Mr. President, the preaa of Great 


Britain has already eei; 
ipon the ut- 


erances of the senator from Colorado as j

Sufficient Material Now Ordered to 


Construct the Line to 


Bakersneld, 


SAN FKANCISCO, January 28.—One of 


the most important meetings held by 
the board of directors of tho San Fran- 
cisco and San Joaquin Valley railroad 
was that which took place today. The 
session was long, and result showed the 
determination of the company to push 
tbe line to the head of the valley with- 
out unnecessary delay. Contracts were 
let for over $700,000 worth of construc- 
tion material to be furnished theconiiug 
spring aud summer. The company has 
already bought enough material to build 
to Fresno, and now it has ordered cuIH- 
dent supplies in addition, to carry the 
road to Bakersfleld. 


The principal contract let waa to John 


F. Merrill, of Holbrook, Merrill & Stet- 
son for 18,000 tons of (i2J^-pound steel 
rails. The price for delivery here is 
$29.25 the long ton, or $526,500. A con- 
tract for the bolts, epikes and angle 
plates necessary for laying the rails was 
warded to Dunham, Carrigiin & Co. nt 
_.1G the 100 pounds for bolts, and $1.8-1 
or spikes. Tho total of thie contract is 
ver $100,000. 
Another large contract let waa that 


or 150 flat cars. It went to Carter 
ros. of Newark and San Francisco, 
he cars are to be delivered at Stockton 
t $489.50 each, the total being $73,425. 
he company had already ordered 100 
at cars, 80 of which have been com- 
leted and are in actual service. The 
oO Hat cars will soon be required iu the 
onstruction of the road, and their iiuiu- 


will be augmented when the line is 


pened to tratlic. Tbe new order for 
at cars is to be filled by the first of 
jne. 
In addition the road haa thirteen of

""he bos cars are being made by Hatu- 
lond & Company. 
Large supplies of material are also be- 


ng received for immediate uae. Kails 
re being discharged from two ships in 
he harbor, and lumber and tiea are bo- 
ng taken from three other vessels •nd 
ent to Stockton and the front. A shin 
aa also arrived with 2000 tone of rails 
nd oth*r material, which will be uu* 
oaded in a few days. 


The first telegraphic die patch over 
lie new lino of the road was received to- 
ay from Escalon, twenty miles from 
Jtocktou, It was addressed to Buperin- 
endent Storror of the Poatal Telegraph 
lompany, which has the contract with 
be railway company. 
The news from the front is that tho 
rack between Stockton and the Stanis- 
ftus ia being put in shape, and that 
rork is progressing rapidly on the 
ridge across the river.

MADERA COURT AFFIRMED. 


Mie Man Who Was Legally 


Is Defendant in the 


Case. 


Dead 


MODBBTO, January 28.—The suit ot 


Mrs. E. A. Woodeide and MM. L. Fa- 
quay against their stepfather, Dr. T. FJ. 
Tynan, for an accounting, is on trial in 
;he superior court and a jury was se- 
cured today. At a former trial 
Oc- 


tober, 1894, Dr. Tynan had been missing 
or a year and a .most diligent search 
ailed to locate him. The trial to de- 
:lare him legally dead resulted in no 
rerdict, the majority of thu jury declar- 
ng that they believed him dead, how- 
ever. Subsequently Judge Minor made 
an order to the effect that Dr. Tynan 


s legally dead, and Judge A. Hewel 


was nominated executor in accordance 
•ith a will made by Tynan. The trial 
resulted in a verdict for the plaintiffs, 
,wo stepdaughters of Dr. Tynan by a 
orrnor marriage, for three-fifths of 
.he estate, wliich was appraised at 
(157,000. An appeal to the supreme 
jourt was taken, and a few months ago 
L lengthy decision in the case was made, 
ivolving many legal points, and the 
iae was remanded for a new trial. 
Shortly after tho verdict had been 


reached in the former trial Dr. Tynan, 
who had been in Boston two years, re- 
turned, and later probate proceedings 
were dismissed. Now the case comes up

Trustees Joseph Spinney, K. L. Atia 


tin and W. F. McVey, constituting the 
police committee of the city board, met 
yesterday forenoon and after a some- 
what .extensive Investigation decided 
unanimously to recommend to the board 
of trustees at the next regular meeting 
that the license held by Dr. George Ed- 
wards for a saloon known as the "Trilby 
Garden" in Chinatown be revoked. 


The investigation began at 9 o'clock, 


The witnesses were City Marshal Woy, 
Policemen K. P. Russell and Sam Wal- 
ton, Deputy Constable J. E. Ragadale 
and Dr. Edwards himself. Tue latter 
wan not 
represented 
by 
attorney, 


although he had been notified the after- 
noon before to attend the Investigation. 


When Dr. Edwards branched out 


from his veterinary practice a few 
month B ago and opened a saloon in tbe 
Chinese quarter he secured a license 
rom the city trustees with considerable 
dUlicult). The board feared that the 
>lace would be a disorderly one, and 
heir fears, it now seems, were not with- 
out foundation. Besides keeping a dis- 
orderly house, contrary to the ordi- 
nances, it was brought out m the inves 
igation that youths, some even 15 years 
if age, have been frequenting the place 
and engaging in drunken revels with 
he women of tbe district wbo also have 
been visiting the saloon without re- 
traiiit. 
Marshal Woy testified that he visited 
he saloon as soon as his attention waa 
.ailed to the fact that it waa being con- 
lucted in a very disorderly manner. He 
aw an undesirable state of affairs, such 
aa 
would justify having the saloon 


loued. 
Policemen Russell and Walton and 
)eputy Constable itagsdale testified aa to 
he noise which they had often heard 
ueiile tbe saloon. The windows were 
losely curtained so that the officers 
;ould not see what was going on inside, 
iut by climbing up on eomo trusa- 
bencbes in the rear of the place they 
ould look through a window at the top 
where for a email space there wue no 
urtain. 
The ollicers etateil that they had seen 
Jl sorts of groas misconduct, and the 
most deplorable fact was that la many 
uses boys were participants. The wo- 
uen took part in tho drunken carousals. 
Mie rear part of the saloon waa aet off 
rom the barroom by curtains. It was 
n this rear part that the youths were 
earning thoir lessons ot vice and tihame. 


Tlie members of the investigating 
ommittee were considerably worked up 
s these deplorable facts were told by 
lioollicerfi. Trustee Spinney, in whose 
van! the saloon ia located, grew some- 
what bitter in a controverey between 
limeelf and Dr. Edwarde. The tcati- 


Jiiy of tlie oilicers regarding thn hoys 
tbe saloon was the subject for severe 


ondeiiinntiou by thu trustee. 
Spiuney moved that the committee 
oport to the regular board in favor of 
evoking the license. It was sugi;eetud 
hat tho matter be taken nnder adviBO- 
inunt, but Spinney thought it had been 
onsidered 
very 
thoroughly. "The 


neinberu of the committee cannot af- 
ord to waste time when there is no 
need of it," fluid the Trustee. McVoy 
hen seconded the motion. 
Thin brought (ortti an appeal from 
r. Edwards to be given another 
hniu-e. "I'll k««p the houee jiift HS 
ou require me to do," said be. He ad- 
iiitted that his place bad been dlaor- 
erly, but would promise to obey the 
rdinances hereafter. 
He did not think 


hat his place should be singled out from 
,11 the Biiloone ia Chinatown. 


Spiuney replied with much warmth :< 


'Dr. Edwards had taken an oath to 
:eep an orderly saloon when ho was 
iven tho license, and while running the 
isorderly place he did HO with the full 
inowledge that ho was making an in- 
raction of ttie law. He has therefore 
one it wilfully, and thero can be no ex- 
uae for finch action." AH to the other 
u loon a, Spinney tmid they will betreat- 
d in tho mime manner if It ia shown 
Imtihn/ are disorderly. "Were I so 
tidine),! could ttwettr out a warrant 
ml have you sent to Sin {jucntinover 
Ills affair," uaid the trustee to Kd- 
arda. 
The motion of Spinney wag brought 
to a vutu and it was carrm,! 111111111- 
inaiiNly. The city mnrnhal waa instruct-

is as follows: 


An engagement to marry is a contrac 


and like any other contract. There 
must be an offer and acceptance befor 
either party becomes legally boiiiid. j 
iroiniee of marriage made by one wb 
iaa not reached bis or her majority ii 
voidable, but only the party under age 
can avoid the promise; in other words 
f Matilda ia over 18 years of age whil 
jilae, ber fiancee, is under the age of 21 
ihe is legally bound by her promise, bu 
ie could become engaged to any iiurn 
>er of trusting females without being 
leld reeponeible In law. 


A promise to marry which ia not t( 


>e performed within a year is iuvalic 
under the statute of frauds unless the 
irotuiaa IP put in writing and signed b; 
;ho parties. Hut if no definite time i 
ixod for tbe wedding the law preauuieB 
.hat it will take place within a year 
and in such case the parties are bbun< 
by their agreement without having il 
u writing. 


Matchmaking and marriage broker 


ige contracts are held void aa being von 
rary to public policy. £o if you arc i 
lie marriage brokerage business tli 
only aata method is to receive your pay 
n advance. Hut it is entirely different 
n Huaaia. There matchmakers reci'ivu 
a regular commission, and 110 one ever 
,hinUn of makinir love for him self. 


It is immaterial as to what may lie 


;he wording of this marriage ceremony, 
ind the shorter the better. In all tin 
states of the Union, with ihe uxceptioi 
of four states, no marriage license or 
ceremony is necessary. If a man and a 
woman eay to each other, "We are mar 
ried," then live together KB hue band am 
wife, it it) just aa much a le^ul nnd binii- 
pir marriage aa though there were a 
JcutiHU tiii(l[a tjolemniadtioii. The stilt- 
lies providing for a licenae, Bolumnuii

But Calilornia Is an exception to the 


general rule, owing to an amendment to

However, if the supreme court o 
his tjtato shouhl interpret this as court 
of other states have interpreted eimila 
statutoB, it may hold that evou now 
common law marriage ie not absolute!; 
void in California. Marriage may b
